THE CROWN PRINCE'S 


The Crown Prince's army is in 
a bad fix. At the risk of repetition, 
it may be permissible to again re- 
mind the reader of the objective of 
this Rhéims-Soissons drive. 

Having been stopped at Ypres and 
Amiens by the pouring in of French 
reserves, the Kaiser saw that be- 
fore going further, he must make 
it impossible for the Allies to con- 
tinue shifting troops back and forth 
along the line. 

This necessity w weighed upon the 
Germans ‘with the more force, be- 
cause, for the first time in the 
course of the war, the Kaiser found 
himeelf at a disadvantage in mov- 
ing troops. 

Although on the inride of the 
circle, as usual, the Germans had 
advanced Into an ttterly devastated 
country where railroads had been 
destroyed. The Allies, on the other 
hand, had fallen back onto a net- 
work of railroad lines that improved 
their mobility. 

To obliterate this advantage. it 
Was absolutely necessary for the 
Germans to plunge through the line 
and break up this system of rail- 
road communication. 

The most likely point at which 
to accomplish this was at Amiens. 
But a renewal of the advance upon 


Amiens was to place the Germans itn the 


great danger of a fianking move- 
ment from the strategic triangle at 
the points of which are Compiegne, 
Soissons and Noyon. Upon the high 
land in this triangle were troops 
which stood ready pounce upon 
any German expedi headed to- 
ward Paris.

As they were also fighting all the 
way don on both sides of the 
pocket, this triple battle at the bot- 
tom of the pocket called for a great 
number of men.

What the Crown Prince under- 
took was a most difficult maneuver 
in any event.

TRAPPED. 

Apparently he can't fight his way 
any further. He certainly can't 
back out; that is a cinch. The only 
way to get the Crown Prince out of 
this predicament is to start a fight 
somewhere else to relieve the pres- 
sure. 

It was on the cards that, 
the Germans manage to drive a 
wedge in between the ends of the 
Allied army, they would first turn 
on the English and drive them into 
the Channel. They would next herd 
the French back against the Lor- 
raine front and send a force 
charging against them from Verdun 
or St. Mihiel, thus catching them 
Pet ween two fires. 

It looks as though the Germans 
might be obliged to launch this St. 
Mihfel attack ahead of time in or- 
der to relieve the pressure upon the 
young man in the pocket. 

We cannot deny the posstbility 
that this might develop into a very 
dangerous maneuver for the Allies. 

Space forbids a discussion of the 
submarine activity. off New 
other than to say that it fs partly 
for political purposes.

| FIGHTS AGAINST ODDS. 


GERMAN SEAPLANE FALDS INTO 
OCEAN AFTER BATTLE OFF 
DUTCH COAST. 


[BT ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 


THE HAGUE, June §.——Five Brit- dip 


ish and seven German seaplanes of 
the largest type fought a battle 
Tuesday rr the Dutch coast, 
according to a Terschelling diapatch 
to the Handelsbiad. One of the Ger- 
man machines was observed to fall 
in fames into the sea. One British 
machine was forced to descend, but 
landed safely, 

Another British machine, which 
had descended to the surface of the 
sea for repairs two hours before the 
battle, was set on fire by its five oc- 
cupants, all of whom waded ashore 
and gave themselves up for intern- 
ment. The crew included two Ca- 
nedians. 

The British squadron of five sea- 
Planes started Tuesday on a recon- 
nolitering expedition off the Northern 
Dutch They met a squadron 
of five Ge n airplanes which they 
drove off in three successive en- 
coun 

Tha Germans, however, returned, 
reinforced by seven seaplanes. A 
lively fight ensued and in addition 
to the German machine, which fell 
in flames, another was 
brought down. 

A British machine commanded by 

obert Paul of Buffalo, N. Y., mem- 
ber of the Canadian Fiying Corps, 


a developed engine trouble and was 


forced to descend to the surface. 
Ensign Joseph Eaton, a New Eus- 
land man, Who was senior pilot of 
another of the uadron, Was de- 
tallied to protect the disabled plane 
and circled about it for an hour. 
while the Germans were continvally 
attempting to attack the cripple. 

During Eaton's defensive work 
his machine was riddied with bul- 
lets, but he was able to keep the 
alr until the Germans were driven 
off.

The merchant fleet of the United 
States now. amounts to approximate- 
ly 10,000,000 gross tons, not includ- 
ing merchant craft under control of 
the army and navy as transports and 
supply ships. At the beginning of 
January, 26,742 merchant vessels of 
9,343,224 gross tons were flying the 
Stars and Stripes on trips across the 
Atlantic with food and munitions, 
into the Caribbean and Pacific with 
American products for foreign cus- 
tomers, and on the lakes and rivers 
of this country as part of the na- 
tion’s domestic transportation sys- 


tem. 

This tremendous is second 
only to the merchant tonnage of 
Great Britafn. It includes all the 
new vesselg built under the . direc- 
tion of the Shipping Board and 
thousands of other ships, smaller in 
individual tonnage, but greater in 
aggregate carrying capacity, which 
play so large a part in commerce 
and the maintenance of a favorabl 
belance of trade. 

There has been a steady increase 
in new ships this year, the May ton- 
nage being three times as great as 
the Janvary output. In the first 
month of 1918 there were fifty-seven 
ships, of 64,795 tons, given offictal 
numbers. In February, eighty-four 
ships, of 111,601 gross tons, were 
numbered. March saw a notable 
jump in the production of smali 
ships, numbers being awarded to 
128, the tonnage being 147,145. The 
record in April was 165 ships, of 
163,050 tons, and in May 185 ships,

The suggestion of the grand jury 
embodied in a communication re- 
ceived by the Supervisors yesterday 
tor @ reduction of the number of 
justices of the peace and constables 
in the various townships by consoli- 
dating townships, will be considered 
by the Supervisors on the 19th inst.

The grand jury letter stated that 
the reorganization “may cause 


„some protest, but in these times we 


need conservation of man power as 
well as finances.” 

There are now forty-two justices 
of the peace, Including six city jus- 
tices, in the county at a yearly to- 
tal salary of $48,000, with a month- 
ly expense allowance of approxi- 
mately $6600 4 year, the grand to- 
tal being $55,800.

Will Confer wjth Citrus-Fruit and Olive 
| Growers on Crops. — 


HROUGH the Chamber of 
Commerce, notice has been 
given by Secretary William M. 

Stewart, of the United States Tariff 
Commission, to Southern California 
growers of citrus fruits and olives, 
and producers of olive oil and citric| 
acid, that hearings of vital impor- 
tance will be held in the chamber 
assembly room, the 17th and 18th 
inst. for the purpose of reaching a 
thorough understanding with refer- 
ence to the tariff situation in con- 
nection with these products.

EASY TO INVEST. 


The. opportunities for investment 
in New York are wonderful. Really, 
they are unlimited. A man can in- 
vest a week's salary here so quick- 
ly that it is only child’s play and 
requires no training at all. 

The only thing you don't have to 
tip in this town is your hat, and 
that is because you don't know any- 
body and nobody knows you. 

And if you slip a waiter or a bell- 
hop anything less than a quarter 
for services unrendered, he looks at 
you as though you were a combina- 
tion of Kaiser and Von Hindenburs 
and an apostie of super-frightful- 
ness. Some of those boys have weak 
hearts and a dime has more jhan 
ence been fatal. The war see to 
mean nothing to them. They don’t 
care how much your expenses have 
risen in the past two or three years. 
The belihop in one club here is 
worth $32,000, and he hasn't carried 
a pitcher of ice water to any man 
in nine years who is worth as much 
as he is. 

A friend of ours, who is a. on- 
firmed Gothamite of two years’ 
standing, says you can live as cheap- 
ly in New York as anywhere else. 
And you can-—if you live wit your 
wife’s folks. 

If you can get along without eat- 
ing, sleeping or wearing clothes, I 
would say that you can live here as 
cheaply as you can in Oskaloosa, 
Iowa, or Chipmunk, Mo.; but it is 
no place for a man who is 
fond of doing any of those things. 


MONEY LEAST OF PROBLEMS. 
Getting rid of my money has been 
one of the least of my problems 


since I have been here—a matter of 
several years—and I don't believe 
I will ever encounter any serious dif- 
ficulty tn that regard. it there is 
anybody who has a natural distaste 
for money and hates to have it 
around him I would say the place 
for him is tn New York. A one 
Gollar bin deeen't make any more 
nolee than one of the oysters at 
Oyster Bay, there is o much other 
notse going on in the neighborhood. 

A five chirps faintly and «a ten 
slightly audible at certain times 
in certain places, but it takes «a 
twenty to speak right out in meet- 
ing and command te respect of 
the audience, and even a twenty 
won't hold the stage more than «a 
‘minute or two.

“Typical midinettes with a splen- 
did spirit’—this is the way a war 
worker in France describes the giris 
who are crowding inte the new 
T. W. C. A. Foyer des Alliees in Paris. 


Not a dit less pleased than chil- 
dren, though their heels were two 
inches high and their faces rouged 
and painted, these girls started off 
for a trip to the Valley of the 
Chevreuse one holiday as gaily as 
any club giris in this country for 
a “hike” and a “weenie roast.” They 
ran relay races, play games and 
when, on the return, e last mile 
of the nine-mile tramp began to tell 
on some members of the party, one 
girl sang march after march, car- 
rying her companions along in step 
and making them forget that they 
were at the end of a long day. Be- 
fore morning there was the warn- 
ing of an air raid, but not a sugges- 
tion of the “day after“ was to be 
seen when the girls appeared at 
the Foyer the next noon. 

From fifty to 100 of these giris 
dome to the Y.W.C.A. clubrooms 
daily.

Poisoned by Exhaust Gas. 

During the exceptionally cold 
months cf last winter many deaths 
by poisoning from the exhaust 
gasoline engines were reported from 
all parts of the country, according 
to the Popular Science Monthly. In 
most cases the victims had been, for 
some time, in a poorly ventilated or 
unventilated garage or other fToom 
where one or more gasoline engines 
were running. A careful investiga- 
tion has established beyond doubt 
that death in these cases was not 
caused by the exhaustion of the sup- 
ply of oxygen in the air, but by the 
carbon monoxide, an extremely P= 

sonous gas, which is generated by 
the incomplete combustion of or- 
ganic substances. It is one molecule 
each of carbon and oxygen com- 
bined. Only thorough ventilation 
will remove the danger.

OVERSEAS BY 
AIRPLANE? 


Inventor Says it Can be Dane 
at High Speed. 
Railroad Trains Better for 
Short Journeys. 


No Such Thing. 


A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

LONDON, May 10.—Airplane trips 
from England to America are quite 
feasible by use of a machine travel- 
ing day and night at the rate of 100 
miles an hour, declared F. Page, in- 
ventor of a type of machine named 
for him, in a recent statement to 
the representative of the Dally Ex- 
press. 


“I have recetved a cablegram 
from Canada congratulating me on 
the construction of a machine to 
travel to and from America, eon- 
tinued the inventor, “but I have no 
such machine on hand. 

“The trip would be from Ireland to 
New York, via Newfoundland, being 
1700 miles. An alternative journey 
to America would be via the Azores. 
On the steady 100-miles-an-hour 
basis you can compute all the long- 
distance runs that occur to you, in- 
cluding week-end trips to China and 
Peru. 


“For short distances, such as Lon- 
don to Manchester, I am not in- 
clined to think that airplanes will 
take the places of railways unless 
in case of pressing urgency. A 
comfortable first-class carriage of a 
fast train win continue to be a4 
more usual course of travel. The 
airplane has a great advantage of 
speed, but it has severe handicaps 
in the way of wind ané@ fog and 
other adverse climatic conditions. 

“I do not think that after the 
war wealthy men will take up pri- 
vate airplanes. Few people can af- 
ford private yachts, and a pleasure 
airplane would be as ex as a 
yacht. 

“There is no such thing as per 
petual safety in the air, and this is 
bound to have an effect on the 
average man. I am speaking. of 
course, of the immediate future 
only. In the ‘long results of time’ 
there are infinite possibilities in the 
evolution of aviation. 

“There is an immense future for 
aircr@ft, as aids to the world’s pros- 
but what I call the tourist 


“In the course of tii bigger 
machines will be built, with more 
powerful engines to direct them, but 
I can see no immediate prospect of 
turning out atrplanes that will carry 
as many passengers as ocean liners.

TALE AS VIVID TO NATIVES OF 
ALASKA AS ULYSSES TO 
THE GREEKS.

NOME (Alaska) May 11.-~“Ad- 
ventures of Ki-ya-yuk-tua-look,” 
a tale of the wanderings of a char- 
acter in Eskimo lore, was the only 
article published in a recent issue 
of the Eskimo, a native school 
publication issued here. The story, 
written by a native, ia believed to 
be as vivid to the natives of this 
country as the stories of Ulysses 
were to the Greeks and the sagas to 
the Norsemen. 

Joe Sekonitk, an Eskimo, the au- 
thor of the tale, is said to have 
spent much time gathering his ma- 
terial from the old people of the 
Kavalina section near here, many 
of whom heard it from their fa- 
thers. According to the tale, . 
ya-yuk-tua-look, the hero of the 
story, was the father of the Ka- 
valina tribe. 

The hero wandered into many 
parts of Northwestern Alaska, 
meeting strange adventures, figh 
ing hostile natives and finally kil 
ing a giant. The tale tells of life 
of the nearly Eskimos, of their 
in magic and their harsh 
treatment of strangers.

Federation Issues Circulars to 
V oters of the State. 


Say Anti-Saloon Leader is 
Working for Wets. — 
| 
Prohibitionists not Helping 
Initiative Move. 


—— 


Thousands of circular letters will 
be mailed today by the Bone Dry 
Federation of California, which has 
its headquarters in Los Angeles, to 
the voters of this State. The cir- 
cular protests against what it de- 
clares are unfair methods to defeat 
the constitutional right of petition. 


In it is a strong attack against D. 


M. Gandier, secretary of the Call- 
fornia Ratification Committee, 
Which body at a meeting in Fresno 
last February decided not to attempt 
to carry a bone-dry measure in Call- 
fornia at the next election, but to 
direct all its energies to the election 
of a Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, 
Senators and Assemblymen who, will 
ratify national prohibition. 

Despite the fact that in this con- 
vention there were representatives 
of practicaily all the temperance 
forces of California, the Bone Dry 
Federation of California has placed 
iis bone-dry petitions in the field, 
and, in this circular, it bitterly at- 
tacks Dr. Gandier because of hig at- 
titude of hostility to the bone-dry 
measure. 

Rut now come officials of the Pro- 
hibition party of California, who de- 
clare that “We stand by the action 
of the Fresno convention.” 


PROHIBITION PARTY STAND. 


It was stated at Prohibition party 
headquarters, in the American Bank 
Building, yesterday, that the party 
is making no move to support the 
circulation of the bune-dry pet 
tions, and its attitude, as shown in 
ite recent State conference at Pa- 
cific Grove, is one of such sym- 
pathy for the ratification of national 
prohtbition that it has been willing 
to refrain from making party nomi- 
nations in districts where they might 
affect the election of men from oth- 
er parties who stand for ratification 
of the national measure. 

The Prehibition party of Califor 
nia held ite State conference at Pa- 
ine Grove last Thursday. It was 
attended by 150 delegates, repre- 
senting all parts of the State. 

“Among other things for which 
t conference Was notable,” said 
J. U. Bell, campaign manager, yes 
terday, was the evidence of abso- 
jute sincerity in the desire of the 
delegates to have the national pro- 
hibition amendment ratified. This 
was attested. by the fact that they 
refrained from naming a candidate 
for Governor or for Lievtenant-Gov- 
ernor, pending the action of other 
parties, and should other party ac- 
tions justify, there will be no Pro- 
hibition party nominations, but their 
support will be given to the men 
Standing for a ratification of the na- 
tional prohibition amendment. 

The same attitude will be taken 
in Senatorial and Assembly districts, 
where the nomination of a Prohibi- 
tion party candidate might inter- 
fere with the election of a candidate 
of some other party, who le pledged 
to support the national prohibition 
ratification measure. 


FOR WOMAN IN CONGRESS. 


“For the balance of the ticket, 
exceptionally strong persons were 
Selected as prospective candidates. 
A resolution was adopted asking 
Mra. Stella B. Irvin of Riverside, 
president of the State W.C.T.U., to 
accept the nomination for Congress 
from the Eleventh Dietrict. Similar 
action hes been taken by several 
other bodies, including the big com- 


mercial organization of Riverside 
and the State convention of the 
u. 


“The conference at Pacific Grove 
adopted a patriotic and up-to-the- 
minute platform and sent memortals 
to President Wilson, the United 
States Senators and Mr. Hoc ver. 
Urging the necessity of prohibition 
during the war in the interest of 
conservation.” 

Discussing the bone-dry petitions, 
Mr. Bell said yesterday that the Pro- 
hibition party has decided to keep 
hands off. but that if the measure 
does go on the balict, then the party 
will work for adoption. 

The circular letter that is to be 
sent out today from the bone dry 
federation urges that the Fresno 
conference had no authority te 
pledge the people of the State, the 
ehurches or other organisations to 
support only the movement to se- 
eure ratification of the national pre- 
hibition measure, and urges that as 
the associated wine and beer indus- 
tries have decided to work for the 
Rominger bill, it cannot be to the 
interest of those opposed to the 
liqucr industry to support it. § It 
charges that Dr. Gandier would lead 
the rank and file of the voters of 
California into the camp of an 
enemy’. 

DENOUNCES GANDIER. 

The circular refers to Dr. Gan- 
dier’s fourteen years of work for 
prohibition tn California, and says: 

“As the net result of fourteen 
years cf effort. we find Mr. Gandier 
now Indorsing a wet measure, fight- 
ing a dry one and sneaking into the 
prohibition tent under forced draft, 
instbad of coming in with clean 
hands on his own merit... . 

“What is to be thought cf a gen- 
eral whose forces must ask on which 
side he expects to fight? Why dogs 
a bone-dry measure affect Mr. Gan- 
dier much as a red rag affects a 
mad bovine’? What is there about 
a dry measure to make a dry man 
shy? Why does Mr. Gandier play 
Damon to the Pythias of the asso- 
ciated wine and beer industries? 


There is no reascn in all the 
world why an really dry man or 
woman should oppose a dry move- 
ment. The Freano convention had 
no authority and no disposition to 
prevent the exercise cf a constitu- 
tional prerogetive. It conferred on 
Mr. Gandier no autocratic power. It 
delegated to him neither the au- 
thority nor the disposition of the 
Kaiser. If the preachers of Califor- 
nia are to follow Mr. Gandier and 
close their doors to the dry cause, 
then there is little chance to keep 
the church on the Lord's side. It 
cannot serve both God and Romin- 
ger.“

UDGE HAIGHT of the Federal District 
Court of Newark rendered an important 
decision recently in a case where a natur- 
alized native of Germany was accused of 
@isloyaity. He beld that the accused had 
proved by recent actions that, when he took 
the oath of allegience to this country, it 
was with a mental reservation, and that a 
naturalization secured through fraud is not 
a legal one. This decision is the first of its 
kind ever rendered in a Federal court in 
America. It clearly establishes a precedent 
for depriving any disloyal person of alien 
birth of his citizenship papers. A certifi- 
cate of citizenship in the American re- 
public is not irrevocable. A foreigner who 
takes the oath of allegience and later vio- 
lates that oath loses henceforth the right 
to American citizenship. If this rule is gen- 
erally followed it will be a severe blow to 
candidates in certain Congressional dis- 
tricts who are depending upon the pro- 
German vote to elect them. More than 
half the proGerman votes are cast by 
naturalized Germans.

S THE war progresses the futility of 

any nation or concourse of nations 
seeking to rule the world without domi- 
nating the sea is more fully established. 
Germany and Austria have won successes 
on the eastern front more pronounced than 
their own strategists expected at the begin- 
ning of the war. They have extended their 
battle lines over vast areas but they are no 
nearer to victory or world domination than 
when the war started. In fact, the limits 
of their operations are narrowly inscribed 
and the food problem continues to be a 
growing menace. Through control of the 
seas the Allies have been able to replace 
all loss of material in France and Belgium, 
and they are in a fair way to make up for 
the loss of man power occasioned by Rus- 
sia’s collapse. It is one of the paradoxes of 
civilization that the landlords of the na- 
tions are the lords of the sea.

A vessel without some 
auxiliery power will lie for days waiting for 
breeze, this idleness is very expensive. espe- 
cially when a cargo of fruit is on board, 
which may spoil. We saved this needless 
waste of time and money as our lifeboats 
could tow us out of the calm in a few hours. 
Also they were used to save tow bills in the 
harbors and more than paid for themselves 
the first few months. 

The captains of our boats, with one ex- 
ception, were all Grand Caymandars, British 
subjects or Honduranians, Spanish Hon- 
duras. These people are born mariners 
and good sailors of smaller craft, such as 
on bottoms, the largest of which was ninety 
tons, net registered. They are people of 
very little education. The remark has 
many times been made that it seemed unbe- 
lievable that they could take a ship to sea 
“and make observations with the same de- 

gree of accuracy as the master of a large 
battleship. However it is beyond dispute, 
as these craft leave Tampa and Key West 
every week.

What a Rail Must Stand. 

By way of giving some idea of the strain 
to which a steel rail is subjected a wen 
known railway man offers in tion he 
case of the “Cannon-Ball Ex „ drawn 
by two engines. 

The, largest of these engines weighs 100 
tons; seventy-seven tong of weight are car- 
ried on the six driving wheels, which means 
about thirteen tons to a wheel. That means 
that thirteen tons of weight falls for a fly- 
ing instant upon a rail surface perhaps no 
more than an inch square, and then moves 
rapidly forward. It is like a succession of 
whirling blows from a thirteen-ton hammer. 

If the train is going at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour, an imaginary square inch 
has only one-five-hundred-and-t wenty- 
eighth part of a second in which to receive 
the blow, wince under it, distribute the ter- 
rible force of it through its elastic elements 
to the surrounding mass of the rail, brace 
itself to help distribute stresses that are be- 
ing taken by the adjacent surfaces, and 
passed back and forth in all sorts of ways 
through the mass of the rail, and then to re- 
ceive the blow of the next driving-wheel. 

If the train is going at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour, instead of thirty, the rail has 
to receive, withstand, and pass on all this 


But this is not all that happens to the rail. 
We have taken account of the compression 
strains only. There is another set-of 
strains; for these big driving wheels are 
pulling the train. They have caught hold of 
the rails just as your hands grip the rope in 
a tug of war, and they take a fresh held 
every fraction of a second. The tendency 
to pull the top off the rail, for rafl and whee) 
to stick together, top and web and flange, in 
every single and separate molecule with all 
the tenacity of which steel is capable. 

But still we have stated only one-half o1 
the tension strain. The strain is reversing 
all the time; for while the huge drivers are 
pulling one part of the raf? toward them, 
they are pushing another part away from 
them. This plucking and spurning, having 
and kicking, tension and compression goes 
on continuously. Complete reversal from 
compression to tension and back again takes 
with every half-turn of a driving-wheel, 
a frightfully rapid rate.

@ great expense. The tree was felled, and 
hauled to the shore. To their utter conster- 
nation, they found that the schooner was 
inadequate as it was. It had to be prac 
tleally rebuilt to enable them to safely 

transport the tree to New York. 
The expense of this delay was serious 
because of the fact that all charter parties 
allow the owners of the vessel 10 cents per 
ton a day on the net tonnage for each day's 
327 tons, this 


speculation as to its great value. Then, 
when the tree was cut into lumber, it was 
found that the heart was so imperfect that it 
was almost worthless. Ten times the num- 
ber of feet of ordinary logs could have been 
bought for the same amount of money. So, 
instead of a fortune, there were these big 
bills to meet. .

“WARNING FOR ALL 
PEAR TREE OWNERS. 


H. C. Tracy, teacher of horticulture ip Hol. 
lywood High School, is timely: 

“Pear blight has appeared in Los Ange- 
les. The bees—little Huns—are spreading 
it wild-fire. 

“Pear blight is the wors’ of the bacterial 

diseases affecting trees. This war it will 
destroy practically all the uit on your 
tree. Next year it will kill your tree and 
infect every tree within four miles of yau-— 
or as much farther as the bees choose to 
carry it. 
_ “You'll know it has hit your place when 
you see a young twig (usually one with 
bigssoms or young fruit on) ther and 
turn black as if singed by flame. There 
will be a sticky exudation, too, after a 
while, from the dying stems: this is sweet- 
ish, so the bees take it and spread it to 
more blossoms, which go the same way in 
a few days. 

“Last year I hadn't a trace of it in my 
home orchard. This year my trees were 
clean, up to ten days or so ago. Then I 
got absorbed elsewhere and the blight got 
the start of me. It has gone through all 
four of my trees already, for all of 75 per 
cent. of the fruit. 

“The remedy? 

It is simple, but trying; like amputa- 
tion. In fact that is what it is. You've 
got to cut it out. Cut back to sound tissue. 
Cut out all of it. And geterilize the tool 
after each cut. Perhaps the tissue wasn’t 
quite sound. Corrobive sublimate solution 
(one part to one thousand parts of water) 
is the safest for the tree, but not so safe 
to have around; so one May use kerosene 
and dip the saw or shears in it after each 
amputation. * 

“Don't forget to burn the infected 
branches at once,”

In order to assure succulent feed the | 
year around, pastures should be fenced and 
crossfenced in such a way that the band 
can be kept out on range entirely during 
the spring months, if desired, while the 
forage crops in the home pasturages are 
reserved till later in the season. The best 
crops for such purposes constitute a sub- 
ject in itself worthy of much study and 
experimentation. 

THE FEED QUESTION. 


The problem of grain feeds and grain 
substitute feeds that can be raised on the 
small ranch, often without the advantages 
of irrigation, is another field in which 
trial demonstrations are now being car- 
ried on by a number of goat growers tak- 
ing up this work. To make the goatery 
wholly self-supporting in the matter of feeds 
is an object which promises fulfillment with 
proper management. No other brauch of the 
live-stock industry is so favored with advan- 
tages in this respect. 

A number of cases can be cited in South- 
ern California where this has already been 
done with the aid of the brush range. Doubt- 
less the next few years will see many 
strides forward in the matter of increased 
capacity, even on such ranches where the 
cost of feed has so far never proved a 
problem. By the use of silage and home- 
grown grain and root crops the range feed 
can be, supplemented to great advantage. 


Without the home growing of such con- 
Centrated feeds, the feeding of young kids 
must, of course, remain about the same as 
in the back yard goatery. The cost of the 
goat’s milk they consume may be said to 
be lower where the doe is fed largely on 
range, but it still has a definite value 
through the opportunity of cheese produc- 
tion, and so cannot be estimated at greatly 
reduced cost. The labor of caring for small 
kids is not greatly lessened by handling 
them in numbers. Though the advantages 
of being able to place them under compe 
tent care is alone a great inducement to 
the Owner of city goats in restricted quar- 
ters, the actual cost to him must remain

POULTRY AND EGCS AS FOOD. 


BY HENRY V. KRUCKEBERG. 
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It has been said by some that the brown 
eggs are richer than the white. This state- 


ment is not borne out by chemical analy- 


sis, and the physical examination proves 
that the main ints of superiority, al- 
though extremely slight, are possessed by 
the white eggs. The minute differences 
that are found between the two groups are 
exceeded by variation between the varie- 
ties within the same group. 

Therefore, both from a chemical and 
physical point of view, there are practti- 
cally no differences as far as the food 
value is concerned between the white- 
shelled and brown-shelled eggs. 

Another factor in favor of the white- 
shelled eggs is a larger degree of trans- 
parency, which makes it more economical 
to candle them—a practice that is now al- 
most universal among commercial egg 
handlers. It has been stated by some com- 
mission men that if the brown-shelled eggs 
are carefully. selected, clean, properly 
packed, etc., they will pay the same price 
for the brown as for the white-shelled, but 
such is not the general fule here.

contain almost the same total of nutritive 
matter as meat, being relatively richer in 
fat. but poorer in protein. Ness are thus 
admirably adapted chemicallx to supple 
ment of food rich in carbohydrate. The 
addition 6f eggs to rice and cereals in pud- 
dings makes a complete food. it is also a 
matter of common knowledge that some 
foods appease the appetite and the feelings 
of hunger longer than others. Such foods 
are said to be “satisfying.” Eggs possess 
the quality in no ordinary degree—whatever 
the explanation of the quality is, it is to 
be reckoned with in estimating the value 
of a food from the stomach point of view. 


These are but straws which go to sub- 
stantiate our contention that eggs should 
not only be more widely used, but that 
when their nutritive values (compared to 
other food products) are considered, they 
should command more money. And until 
they do the producer is not getting what 
he is entitled to. What the egg needs is 
ap advertising campaign as the best and 
most universal breakfast food known to 
man.

Popularizing Poultry Meat. 
America is essentially a nation of beef, 


pork and mutton eaters; hence, it is not 
surprising that our people are somewhat 
laggard in the production of really good 
table poultry; that England, Belgium, 
France, and indeed t of the more ad- 
vanced European countries, are much more 
progressive in this respect and grow a 
product that is really worth while. Not 
only are we derélict in growing good 
chicken meat, but we are also lacking in 
the art of its preparation for human food. 
Possibly these two facts explain why 
Americans do not eat more table poultry. 
Like many other things, this branch of the 
industry needs development and exploita- 
tion, but where are the poultrymen that 
will take the initiative and do it? 

As compared to other meat products, 
there is a comparatively light demand for 
chicken meat, and, on the whole, many 
consider it a luxury, which may explain 
its limited use. The waste on chicken 
meat averages’ lese than that on beef, and 
hence it is often more economical. In the

RURAL SOUTHLAND 
DOING ITS BIT. 


BY HOWARD c. KEGLEY. 


Southern California was in the midst of 
its hay harvest the last week in May when 


I had occasion to make a trip from Los 


Angeles to the south end of Riverside 


county. There was scarce:y a half mile 
along the route that didn’t have its hay 
field. The ranchers were cutting oats, al- 
falfa and barley hay simultaneously. 

From El Monte to Walnut there was an 
almost unbroken series of hay fields, and 
from Walnut to Rincon, by way of the 
South Hills roads, the country was just 
one hay field after another. In the Chino 
district, where water is so plentiful, were 
the choicest hay brops of all. 

The outstanding fact fs that the oats 
crop in all the districts was marvelous, 
and the alfalfa crop quite good, although 
the barley production was popr. Lack of 
Sen rains interfered with the barley. It 
grew stubby and headed out too soon. 
The result is a tonnage production far 
below normal, and a grain supply below 
the average, too. There will be litie if 
any second-growth barley, although cattle 
might gain some sustenance from 
stubble. 


It would be hard to find in Northwestern 
lowa or the Dakotas a more bountiful 
crop of oats than that of the fields of Los 
Angeles and southern Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties. I saw nice, straight 
grain, in most instances waist high, beau- 
tifully headed, and strong-stemmed. The 
hay tonnage from this crop will contribute 
greatly to the success of livestock grow- 
ing here this year, and the grain will su» 
tain horses, calves and chicken until an- 
other year. | 

The recent thunder showers which vis 
Ned nearly all sections of Southern Call- 

. fornia doubtless did some damage to hay 
in the windrow and cock. The extent of 
damage cannot be estimated just now, but 
it will doubtiess not run high. At the 
same time the showers, copious in some 
districts, were beneficial where citrus and 
dectduous fruits and legumes are growing. 
The cool weather accompanying the rains 
is favorable to a heavy setting of citrus 
fruits and if it continues, the danger of a 
heavy “June drop” of navel oranges will 
be slight. - 

Interplanting of beans and other crops, 
between tree rows in young orchards, as a 
war-winning measure, is decidedly notice.

early every grove I 
saw Was either bringing on a splendid crop 
of potatoes, beans peas or onions, or 
growing barley and oats. The favorite go- 
between crop seems to be the white, pink, 
or black-eyed bean which does not sap soil 
occupied by fruit trees, but rather adds 
nitrogen to it. The growing of beans in 
orchard middles will add hundreds of thou 
) sands of dollars to the wealth of the ranch- 
ers this year. 

It is a little early to estimate deciduous 
fruit production for the year, but peach 
and apricot trees are looking fine and set- 
ting well, and there has been no dangerous 
cold weather to hinder the young sets as 
yet. 

Out in the country the people appear to 
be utilizing every available foot of ground 
for some worth-while crop. Pumpkins will 
be grown gome of the hay land, as a 
second crop, and double-crops of potatoes 
will be produced wherever moisture is 
available. Rural California is apparently

ears. A completely-equipped garage, ma- 
chine shop and blacksmith shop is manned | 
‘by a crew of five men, who keep the ranch 
machinery running, and the engines and 
cars in first<lase order. They are now 
engaged in overhanulidg and repairing the 
wagons and harvesting machinery, to the 
end that no delays shall occur when the 
harvest season opens. The machinery is 
largely stored under sheds when not in 
use, special “hangars” having been con- 
structed for the tractors. The company 
owns its own threshing machinery. An 
expert blacksmith keeps the horses’ feet in 
good shape.

all brood mares. No stock is raised upon 
the ranch except the horses, In which the 
manager takes great pride. The mares 
are bred to a jack, and a number of fine 
mule colts may usually be seen in the 
pastures, A three-year-old jack, purchased 
in the northern part of the State, for a 
consideration of $3000, is a recent acquisi- 
tion. He is a big-boned young animal, of 
good proportions, and very active. From 
all indications he will attain great weight 
and size at maturity. He has, according 
to the manager, already proved to be a 
good breeder. 

The horses are stabled in galvanized 
iron buildings with dirt floors, conspicu- 
ous rather for order and cleanliness than 
for elaborate design and equipment. A 
“stable boss” at the headquarters cleans 
the barns and lots and feeds all the teams. 
There are no sore necks or shoulders, as 
the horses receive constant and individual 
attention, and their harness is well-fitted. 
Another feld foreman” looks after the 
teams and, whenever possible, keeps them 
at work in one section of the place, where 
he can readily look after them.
